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ORCTV Future Uncertain

Contractual issues between the Town of 
Mattapoisett and Old Rochester Regional Community 
Television (ORCTV) are raising questions about the future 
of the television station. 

After a failure to pay its quarterly payment due 
on December 15, ORCTV legal representative Schlossberg 
LLC submitted a letter to the Town of Mattapoisett stating 
that continued failure to remit payment would lead 
to a termination of their agreement. In the letter dated 
December 23, Schlossberg Atty George Skogstrom stated 
that Mattapoisett has 90 days to pay or the contract would 
be considered breached. 

A contract between ORCTV and Mattapoisett, 
Marion and Rochester requires each town to turn over 
money accrued through franchise fees charged to 
residents who are Comcast and Verizon customers. The 
4.5 percent franchise fee on all cable receipts - which, 
in the Tri-Town, adds up to about $270,000 per year, 
according to ORCTV Director Kim Miot - makes up the 
bulk of ORCTV's operational costs. 

Without Mattapoisett's contribution, Ms. 
Miot said that ORCTV s ability to operate would be 
diminished. "It would severely impact our budget. We 
have rent, staff, and contracts with the school," she said, 
noting that contracts with Old Rochester Regional School 
District - which assists with educational programming - 
has been put on hold pending resolution of the issues. She 
said ORCTV has reached out to the Town of Mattapoisett 
three times but has yet to receive a response. In addition 
to not paying the latest quarterly invoice, she said 
Mattapoisett has been withholding other money owed to 
the station for the past year. 

"It's a contractual issue at this point. We don't 
have an explanation from them. We don't understand 
what's happening and what to expect," Ms. Miot said. 
Overall, she said she is unsure if ORCTV could continue 



without Mattapoisett' s contribution. "Possibly we would 
not. Or we would in a different way, but not as we do 
currently," she said. 

In response to the letter. Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne stressed that, "we don't have to be the 
shipwreck of ORCTV." 

Under the agreement between the Tri-Town and 
ORCTV established about five-and-a-half years ago when 
the station was established, Mattapoisett reserved $10,000 
per year to do its own government programming. 
Mr. Gagne said the failure to pay stems from his 
conviction that the town should receive more than this 
amount to do its own government programming. He 
hopes to negotiate new terms with ORCTV to enable the 
town to expand its offerings and update its equipment, 
including audio and television equipment. 

"Our central philosophy is that we do want 
to keep the partnership, but we want to have our fair 
share," said Mr. Gagne. The town administrator said 
that Mattapoisett would use the extra money for several 
purposes. In addition to televising every board or 
commission meeting, he hopes to put together general 
governmental shows for residents similar to those done in 
2010 on town warrant articles. 

Asked why the town does not request ORCTV 
to televise the meetings, he said, "I really think we'd be 
stealing ORCTV They would have to be camped out 
here full time." He explained that the town already has

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a staff member, Daniel White - who also works on the 
town's website - available to film meetings and put 
together programs immediately as needed. For instance, 
he said having in-house help was critical when the town 
broadcast a special program on hurricane preparedness 
when Hurricane Earl was predicted to strike in early 
September. 

At a Tri-Town BOS meeting in late September 
last year, the Selectmen agreed to begin negotiations for 
ORCTV's next contract but they have yet to start those 
negotiations. The Selectmen also voted to extend the 
contract by one year to allow time for the negotiations, 
but Mattapoisett has yet to sign off on it, according to Ms. 
Miot. 

However, some confusion surrounds both the 
current expiration of the contract and how much money 
Mattapoisett is bringing in from fees. According to 
Mr. Gagne, since 2010, the franchise fees for the town 
added up to $155,000, but Ms. Miot puts that number 
between $109,000 and $114,000. Moreover, the original 
five-year contract was thought to end in October 2010, 
but the actual end date is November 2011, according to 
lawyers representing ORCTV. An amendment added to 
the contract between the cable companies, ORCTV and 
the towns - which occurred when Verizon joined the 
agreement one year after Comcast - extended the contract 
by one year. These issues, among others, will need to be 
hammered out in future negotiations, Ms Miot said. 
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''Hopefully the art of compromise will come 
through. If nothing comes from the discussion, we'll 
abide by the terms and conditions and pay every cent that 
ORCTV is entitled to/' Mr. Gagne said. If Mattapoisett 
were to part from the ORCTV agreement, the town would 
have to enter into a separate agreement with the cable 
companies and would be required to submit reports on 
how the franchise fees are spent. Under state law, these 
monies must be directed toward cable-related expenses or 
iNETS, the wires that allow for live broadcasts. 

As this issue went to press, the Tri-Town Board of 
Selectmen was scheduled to meet on Wednesday, January 
12, with the topic of ORCTV listed as an agenda item. 
Coverage of this meeting is scheduled to be published in 
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next week's The Wanderer.

Time for Center School Clock Repair

When the heavy black arm fell from the clock 
and hit the pavement outside the Mattapoisett Council 
on Aging entrance at Center School last year, the 
Mattapoisett Historical Commission knew it was time to 
address the clock tower. 

'T don't know when it stopped working, but 
we've been thinking about this for over five years," 
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said Jo Pannell, chairman of the Mattapoisett Historical 
Commission. When the clock was working, a school 
custodian would climb the tower weekly and wind it. 
In the event of a loss of power, he would climb to adjust 
the time. Daylight savings time also required two annual 
visits to the tower. "The building was built in 1898 by 
Henry Huttleston Rogers and the clock is a Seth Thomas,'' 
she said. 

The road to repairing the clock is a long one, with 
approval needed by the Mattapoisett School Committee, 
the Community Preservation Committee - who would 
help fund the repairs - and Mattapoisett residents at the 
2012 spring annual town. 

The question posed to the historical commission 
is whether to restore the clock to its original condition, or 
replace the workings with an electronic device. "This is a 
controversial subject, with differing opinions," said Ms. 
Pannell. 

One suggestion was to restore the clock works, 
possibly bringing them down one floor and putting a 
plastic or glass barrier in front of them. "This method 
would allow people to see the mechanics of it," explained 
Ms. Pannell. Restoration would be expensive and an 
estimate received five years ago was put at $65,000. "It 
would undoubtedly be much higher today," said Ms. 
Pannell. 

The other alternative is to follow in the footsteps 
of Fairhaven High School and replace the mechanics with 
electronics. Ms. Pannell was quick to say that the original 
works would not be touched and every chain, rope, screw 
and piece of wood would be saved and protected in the 
event that someone would want to refurbish the clock 
back to its original condition somewhere down the road. 
With an electronic fix, the clock would be regulated by 
satellite, and the daylight savings corrections and power 
outage changes would be done automatically 

"We have agreed that the clock face should be 
lit, but it will not chime. The Congregational Church 
across the street chimes on the hour until 8:00 pm, and if 
either clock were off for even twenty seconds, we'd have 
a problem," added Ms. Pannell. The church bell tower 
chimes, but there is no clock face. 
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In estimating the cost to electrify the clock, the 
commission contacted Martin Cooke, a clock restoration 
expert from Higganum, Connecticut, who installed the 
works in the Fairhaven High School and the Fairhaven 
Town Hall clocks last year. Mr. Cooke gave a rough 
estimate of between $11,000 and $14,000. The commission 
contacted the Community Preservation committee who 
will be the group to study and decide if the project should 
be funded. The historical commission is bringing the 
request for approval to pursue the clock repair before 
the school committee. If approved, an application will 
be submitted to the Community Preservations Fund 
committee. If that is approved, it will be brought before 
town residents at town meeting in 2012. 
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In addition to the Center School clock, the 
historical commission has requested approximately $1,000 
from the Community Preservation Fund to clean a three- 
foot-by-two-foot brass plaque thanking Henry Huttleston 
Rogers for funding Center School's construction. The 
work will be done professionally, and will require the 
plaque's temporary removal. The plaque has been there 
for 110 years, with minimal cleaning and polishing. The 
plaque is located on the first floor in Center School, near 
the Council on Aging. The historical commission hopes to 
have the work on the plaque done this year. 

Board Acknowledges Land Acquisition 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Naida 
Parker on January 10 at 6:55 pm. Also in attendance were 
Selectmen Richard Nunes and Bradford Morse, and Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera. 

Chairman Parker started the meeting with a 
moment of silence to recognize the passing of Rochester 
resident and Vietnam veteran Will Boutin. 

The minutes of the December 20, 2010 meeting, 
both open and executive session, were approved with 
some changes made to the wording in the open session 
minutes. 

With no appointments on the agenda, the Board 
appointed Robert Guard as a temporary plumbing 
inspector. 

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera reported a follow-up on the well testing that in 
November 2010, had detected high levels of perchlorate, 
an inorganic material used in explosives. The discovery 
of this chemical in a Rochester well used by Marion 
prompted a public water warning and a warning for 
residents to test their own wells. Mr. LaCamera said 
that eight recent well tests in Rochester came back with 
safe levels of perchlorate and said that he was awaiting 
response from Marion in regards to their own further well 
testing. 

Mr. LaCamera also informed the Board that 
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there would be a ribbon-cutting ceremony and an open 
house for the Rochester Memorial School new addition on 
January 23 from 2:00 to 4:00 pm. 

In regards to the upcoming budget season, Mr. 
LaCamera commented that the town would have a better 
idea of what they are working with when Governor 
Deval Patrick announces his budget proposal for 2012 on 
January 26. Mr. LaCamera said that as far as capital needs 
were concerned, the town would likely have to consider 
replacing the back-up ambulance. 

"The back-up ambulance is pretty much at the 
end of its life. We've already had to put $9,000 to 10,000 
into it/' said Mr. LaCamera. 'T think this is one capital 
need we are going to need to invest in.'' 
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The Board then recognized correspondence from: 

• Carol St. Don, requesting use of the town hall 
for a Democratic Town Committee meeting on Saturday, 
February 5 from 9:00 to 11:00 am. The Board voted to 
approve this request. 

• The Rochester Land Trust (RLT) informing the 
Board of a recent sale and a recent acquisition. The first 
transaction was the sale of a 5.8-acre parcel of land near 
Cranberry Highway. This land, originally donated by 
William Byrne of Middleboro in 1998, was never intended 
to be conservation land, and according to RLT, the land 
"has little conservation value''. In turn, RLT took some 

of the money from this sale to purchase a 32-acre parcel 
of land from Rochester resident George Church. The lot, 
which RLT describes as having "outstanding conservation 
value", was purchased from Mr. Church for a good price. 
The land is on the Mattapoisett River, and "is deeded to 
ensure that it remains in conservation forever". 

The Board was pleased by the acquisition, and 
decided to send Mr. Church a thank you letter for selling 
his land at a reasonable rate for the sake of conservation. 

• The South Shore Humane Society, who 
requested to come before the Board to discuss the Cole 
Brothers Circus that comes to Rochester each year, and 
to discuss concerns about how the circus animals are 
treated. 

"We have nothing to do with it," said Selectmen 
Morse. "Let them contact the group that sponsors the 
event." The privately organized circus has been put 
together by different groups in the past, including the 
Lions' Club and the Plumb Corner businesses. 

• Joanie Chipman and Tish Engel of the Celtic 
Farm Animal Sanctuary on High Street. Ms. Chipman 
and Ms. Engel offered their thanks to Selectmen Morse, 
the Rochester Fire Department and the Public Works / 
Highway Department for their help in a recent animal 
emergency. 

On Wednesday, January 5, one of the animals at 
the sanctuary, a 25-year-old rescue horse named Archie, 
suffered a seizure and fell on ice. The two owners of the 
sanctuary, Ms. Chipman and Ms. Engel, could not get the 
horse up and into his stall for treatment. The horse tried

Village Road Improvement Planned 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen was called to order on January 11 by 
Chairman Jordan Collyer at the Town Hall conference 
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room. Also in attendance were Selectmen Paul Silva and 
George Randall, Town Administrator Michael Gagne and 
Assistant to the Selectmen Melody Pacheco. 

The minutes of the November 23 and December 
14, 2010 meetings, both open and executive session, were 
approved. 

Under appointments, the Board voted to appoint 
two new probationary firefighters: Ross Carvalho of 10 
Marina Drive, Mattapoisett, and Keenan Martin of 34 
Kane Street, Fairhaven. 

In their first appointment, the Board met Gary 
Brown, superintendent of Old Colony Vocational High 
School. Mr. Brown came before the Board to ask for 
their support in an upcoming Old Colony project that 
will replace the high school's roof and update a 40-year- 
old science lab that Mr. Brown said was ''in dire need 
of refurbishing". The roof on the building is presently 
without warranty and has required over $7,000 in 
repairs. These repair costs will continue to build until it is 
replaced, according to Mr. Brown. 

The approximately $2.5 million project would 
require funding from the towns that fall within the 
parameters of Old Colony, including Mattapoisett. 
These funds would be matched by a grant from SBA. 
Mattapoisett' s cut of the funding, according to Mr. 
Brown, would be $250,000 and would be eligible for grant 
matching. 

The Board was supportive of the work. "Old 
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Colony hasn't come to Mattapoisett with any substantial 
costs [in the past]/' said Chairman Collyer. In regards 
to budget, the chairman acknowledged that Old Colony 
"runs a tight ship". The Board expressed confidence in the 
superintendent's usage of money 

In a second appointment. Highway Surveyor 
Barry Denham presented the Board with a town road 
improvement priority plan. Mr. Denham displayed a 
map of streets in the village area, and the area just east 
to the village. The streets are part of a five-year road 
improvement plan that will include new blacktop and 
some new sidewalks. 

The project will cost about $4 million, according 
to Mr. Denham, who said that approximately $181,000 
of Chapter 90 funds would be available from the state 
annually for the project. 

Part of the plan would include an attempt to use 
Mattapoisett highway department manpower as much 
as possible instead of bidding the job to a third party. 
Highway workers have the ability and equipment to 
make sidewalks and set curb, but Mr. Denham said that 
they would have to determine if they would have enough 
manpower to do the sidewalks in a timely manner. 

Mr. Gagne suggested that they could look into 
approaching Marion and Fairhaven highway departments 
to increase Mattapoisett' s manpower, and still complete 
the roadwork in-house with town equipment. 'Tt might 
make it even more cost effective," Mr. Gagne said.

Damp leaky basements and crawl spaces can be a 
real nuisance, and worse they can even pose a health 
risk. The dark moist environment is exactly what 
mold is looking for, and that mold can be especially 
hazardous to the elderly, and the very young. But 
you don't have to be helpless against this threat;

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The Board agreed that they should proceed with 
the project and approach the issue of funding. Funds 
would likely include the sale of town-owned land and a 
''debt-schedule'' analysis. Once the town could determine 
how much capital they have from land sales and bonding, 
they could approach town meeting with funding 
specifics. 

While Mr. Denham was before the Board, 
Chairman Collyer approached the topic of bike path 
snow removal. Chairman Collyer said that Fairhaven was 
removing snow from their section of the path, and some 
Mattapoisett residents have expressed interest in having 
the Mattapoisett section of the path cleared as well. Mr. 
Denham said that he would try clearing the path, but 
warned the Board that the town roads would always be 
prioritized, the bike path would be cleared during town 
hours to prevent extra costs, and that the path beneath 
the snow might still be ice-covered and treacherous for 
walkers. The Board encouraged Mr. Denham to try it 
in the next snowstorm and report back any issues or 
concerns with Mr. Gagne. 

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. Gagne 
said that a discussion with Fairhaven, Acushnet and 
Freetown has shown that the towns may be able to make 
a joint grant for regional transportation service to the 
Lakeville MBTA. 

Mr. Gagne also suggested the Board construct 
a town employee cell phone use policy. The policy 
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would discourage cell phone use by town workers while 
operating a vehicle. Chairman Collyer said that he would 
also like the policy to include language prohibiting texting 
while driving. 

Under notes, Ms. Pacheco announced: 

• The next Selectmen's meeting will be Tuesday, 
January 25 at 7:00 pm in the Town Hall Conference Room. 

• Christmas tree pick up will continue until 
January 14, and will take place on the same day as regular 
trash pickup. Trees will also be accepted at the landfill. 

The Board voted to enter executive session at 8:32 
pm for the purpose of collective bargaining.

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Asphalt Plant Hearing Draws Crowd 

Rochester Planning Board

A regular meeting of the Rochester Planning 
Board was called to order by Chairman Arnold Johnson 
on January 11 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester Senior Center. 
Also in attendance were committee members John 
DeMaggio, Dan McGaffey, Susan Peterson, and Gary 
Florindo, as well as Town Planner John Charbonneau. 

To a room of more than 60 people - with some 
wearing "Stop the Asphalt Plant" and "Enough is 
Enough" stickers - the Planning Board continued a public 
hearing on a proposed new bituminous concrete facility 
plant off King's Highway in northeast Rochester. The 
original hearing had been continued from December 14, 
when an overflow of attendees at Town Hall forced the 
board to postpone the hearing at a larger venue. 

Given the high interest in the proposal, Mr. 
Johnson stressed that the hearing was the first of many to 
come and everyone would have "ample opportunity to 
express concerns and comments." However, he said this 
particular hearing was focused on hearing Edgewood 
Development and its consultants summarize the proposed 
site plan for the board. 

Benjamin Tymann, a member of Mintz Levin who 
represented concrete facility Rochester Bituminous, asked 
the board to clarify what parameters the board would 
review the project. Town Counsel Blair Bailey replied that 
the board would examine whether the site plan review 
adheres to general zoning bylaws, as well as rules on 
traffic, noise level, and general zoning. The board would 
not act in a statutory manner, he said, adding that the 
effect of the proposed plant on property values would not 
be something the board would consider. 

However, Atty. Bailey did say that the Planning 
Board is open to receiving any documentation that 
interested parties care to provide. 

Timothy Higgins, Vice President of Development 
at Edgewood Development - the firm proposing the plant 
- opened the discussion with an overview of the site plan. 
The proposed bituminous concrete plant would be built 
within the confines of an industrial zone, he said, noting 
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that only 2.7 percent of Rochester is zoned industrial 
''The zoning standard is the same that was developed 
in 1969 and used since by previous Planning Boards/' 
he said, remarking that same companies opposing the 
current project followed the same guidelines in the past. 

Overall, he said there are "four to five pre- 
existing uses," including two residential abutters, within 
the confines of the 640-acre industrially zoned section of 
northeast Rochester. 

Mr. Higgins said to adhere to state regulations, 
Edgewood would submit a DEP air permit that requires 
"technical, rigorous and thorough" documentation 
showing that 99 percent of emissions are removed. He 
added that all proposed activity would exceed 100 feet of 
bog operations, noting that Edgewood purchased the land 
from the nearby cranberry owner, thus no conflict exists 
between the proposal and their operation. 

The board heard a general overview from Jerry 
Lorusso about how the plant would operate. The facility 
would dry, treat and store liquid asphalt, which is mixed 
with sand and stone into a finished product. He said the 
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liquid could not leak from the silos because it hardens 
upon exposure to normal temperatures. 

Engineer Bill Madden also took the floor and 
discussed the circular vehicular traffic pattern proposed 
that would help facilitate the movement of about 190 
to 360 vehicles per day. He discussed in great detail 
the proposed stormwater management system, which 
includes retention and infiltration basins, as well as 
a leeching field, that would collect 80 percent of total 
suspended material. Mr. Higgins requested that the 
board support a modified site plan that would decrease 
the coverage of the basins, which would require special 
waivers. The waivers would allow the developer to 
save an acre of the site from tree cutting and general 
clearing required to accommodate the currently proposed 
detention basins. "It is nice to have it greener - otherwise 
there would be blacktop from property line to property 
line,'' Mr. Madden said. The board individually and as a 
group agreed to support waivers to allow for a modified 
plan. 

On the issue of traffic, Carl Adamo of Pare 
Corporation said that the plant would process 1,200 
tons of concrete per day and up to 360 vehicles per day. 
However, he said a review of nearby intersections and 
their peak traffic flow indicate that the plant would have 
''no significant impact on traffic capacity and safety 
in roadway networks around the proposed site." Mr. 
Charbonneau, town planner, asked Mr. Adamo to re- 
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examine his numbers in regard to the above average rate 
of accidents at one of the nearby intersections. 

In response to various questions from the board 
about operation times, Edgewood representatives stated 
that the plant would not operate between mid-December 
and late March, and would not operate on rainy or 
excessively cold days. In total, the plant would operate 
about 160 days per year and general hours of operation 
would range from about 6:00 am to 4:00 pm, Mr. Higgins 
said. 

Mr. Johnson closed the hearing and stated that it 
would be continued on January 25. 

The board voted to adjourn at 9:18 pm. 
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NOI Approved To Rebuild House 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission was called to order by Tyler 
Macallister at 6:42 pm on Monday, January 11 in the 
conference room of the Town Hall. Commission members 
Ken Dawicki and Jim O'Dowd, as well as Agent Rene 
Drouin and Building Inspector Andy Bobola attended, 
but Peter Newton and Carmelo Nicolosi were not present. 

In the first and only hearing, Richard Charon of 
Charon Associates asked the commission to approve a 
Notice of Intent (NOI) to rebuild a house at 21 Bay Road, 
which was lost to a fire last year The NOI is required 
because of the proposed home's location in a buffer zone 
of a coastal bank, and within an AE floodzone. The new 
31-foot by-57-foot house would be narrower, and include 
a ''revised driveway" coming off Woodbine Road, a 
wrap-around deck, and recharge systems with runoff 
drains, he said. Other proposed changes to the property 
include the removal of a cesspool due to plans to hook up 
the proposed residence to municipal water. 

Seeing no problem with the proposal, the 
commission approved the NOI unanimously. 

The commission then met with Barry Denham, 
highway surveyor, about his request to rebuild a headwall 
along a 12-inch culvert that runs diagonally across the 
west side of Old Mattapoisett Neck Road to the east side 
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of Mattapoisett Neck Road. Essentially, Mr. Denham said 
he wants to elevate the fieldstone wall about two feet with 
granite blocks to help contain water during flooding and 
create a stronger shoulder between the road and deep 
embankment for safety reasons. 

Mr. Dawicki and Mr. O'Dowd agreed that 
the submission of a Request for a Determination of 
Applicability is sufficient, but Chairman Macallister said 
he is not comfortable with just an RD A because the work 
would be done in the wetlands. "But I can be trumped,'' 
he added. 

Upon learning that engineering plans would be 
required to proceed with his proposal, Mr. Denham said 
that money was not in the budget to move forward and 
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the discussion ended. 

In other items, the board approved a Certificate of 
Compliance (CoC), already review^ed by Mr. Bobola, for 
applicant Laura Sachoy to build an addition and porches 
at 7 and 9 North St. Mr. Bobola noted that both properties 
are up for sale. The commission also approved a CoC for 
Francisca Zucchero for removal of invasive species at 26R 
Pine Island Road, pending a satisfactory site reviews by 
Mr. Drouin. 

Mr. Macallister then announced that the first 
in a series of three public hearings to review proposed 
conservation bylaw^s changes is set to begin. The first 
meeting is scheduled for January 26 at 6:30 pm in the 
conference room at the Mattapoisett Free Public Library. 
The commission plans to present these bylaws at the 
annual town meeting in May. 

With nothing left on the agenda, the commission 
adjourned at 7:07 pm. 

New Lunch Menu Popular 

Rochester School Committee

A regular meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee was called to order by Chairperson Tina Rood 
at 6:30 pm on Wednesday, January 5 in the conference 
room of the Rochester Town Hall. Committee members 
Sharon Hartley, Timothy Scholz, Robin Rounseville and 
Donna Laliberte also attended. 
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In the chairperson's report, Ms. Rood thanked 
everyone - Rochester Memorial School (RMS) staff, 
students and families - for their hard work in preparing 
for the move to the school's new addition. Fourth, fifth 
and sixth graders - as well as a Kindergarten class on a 
temporary basis - took their seats for the first time in the 
addition on January 4. 

Superintendent Doug White distributed 
his report to committee members, which described 
recent meetings he attended including the Old Colony 
Superintendent Association meeting on December 8 and 
an all-school meeting at Sippican Elementary School on 
December 17. His report primarily discussed the recent 
opening of the new addition, and announced that the 
public is invited to an Open House at 2:00 pm on January 
23 to tour the new building and rooms. 

The committee then received an extensive report 
from Director of Food Services Susanne Souza about the 
state of affairs in the cafeteria. At the previous meeting, 
committee members expressed concern that the food 
program was running at a deficit and wanted additional 
reporting on actions taken by the district to increase sales. 

Ms. Souza announced that menu changes she 
implemented in mid-December have resulted in a 
significant increase in lunch purchases. Specifically, the 
school now is offering salads, wraps and sandwiches in 
addition to the regularly scheduled lunch. 

"It was a lot of change but the kids embraced 
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it very well/' Ms. Souza said. The cafeteria staff had 
expected 35 orders for wraps on the first day, but instead 
received 175 orders. Committee members agreed that 
have heard positive feedback from students, teachers and 
parents about the new offerings. 

"The kids have given rave reviews,'' said 
Chairperson Rood, with Mr. Scholz adding, "Fve heard 
very positive feedback, the adult meals are much more 
popular." Ms. Rounseville expressed satisfaction to see 
an increase in purchases, especially because the new 
offerings are healthy. 

Ms. Hartley agreed that the new lunches were 
popular, but stressed, "we need to still pay attention to 
money because were are still in the negative and we have 
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to come out even/' 

In response to that comment, Mr. White agreed 
but noted that the lunch counts are trending upwards, 
with 178 orders over 21 days in September, 181 orders for 
20 days in October, 222 orders over 18 days in November, 
and 268 order over 16 days in December. Ms. Souza said 
she believes the positive changes are sustainable. 

As the next order of business, the committee 
approved the December 2 minutes with minor 
modifications and the December 15 budget subcommittee 
minutes. 

In her report. School Business Administrator 
Katie Isernio said, "the budget has been frozen,'' and 
that the school needs to make up an $83,000 shortfall. 
The hiring of a new Assistant Principal has been tabled 
as a result. She said the retirement of the Bristol Aggie 
bus driver resulted in additional expenses as the district 
transitions to a new driver. She said conversations are 
in order with other towns to explore consolidating 
transportation services to save money. 

Ms. Hartley then offered a technology update 
and urged RMS teachers and administrators to keep the 
web site current, in particular the calendars. She said 20 
out of the 48 pages on RMS's website are up to date. 'Tt is 
a critical communication tool," she said. In related news, 
Mr. White said a special subcommittee to examine use of 
technology throughout the district would begin to meet 
soon. 
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Elise Frangos, the district's Director of 
Curriculum and Instruction, then announced that 
Math Common Assessment sessions are scheduled 
throughout January for groups of grade school teachers 
''to inform instruction and teaching." She said the goal is 
to implement the first assessment in February. She also 
said that ENO Board Training is beginning in January 
at Rochester Memorial School and training sessions will 
continue at district schools through June. 

Mr. Scholz then offered a brief building 
subcommittee report, saying that the move to the new 
addition was "for the most part was hiccup-free" and 
"that all teachers pulled together and helped out a lot." 
He said the library and cafeteria are the current targets of 
the next round of renovations. 

Mr. White then reminded the committee that 
a regionalization meeting is scheduled for January 20. 
With nothing left on the agenda, the committee voted to 
adjourn at 7:58 pm. 

Sippican Boiler Failure Explained 

Marion School Committee

A regular meeting of the Marion School 
Committee was called to order by Chairperson Jane 
McCarthy on Wednesday, January 5, 2010 at 6:35 pm in 
the Marion Town Hall. Also in attendance were committee 
members Brad Gordon, Jay Pateakos, Joseph Scott and 
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Christine Winters. 

In the Chairperson's Report, Ms. McCarthy 
congratulated Lyn Rivet on her appointment as 
permanent principal of Sippican School. 

A boiler breakdown that resulted in an early 
dismissal on December 10, 2010 was then discussed 
by Ms, McCarthy, who felt an analysis should be done on 
how the emergency system of ConnectEd, e-mailing and 
phone calls to parents was handled. 

In the Principars Report, Lyn Rivet said that 
attendance is currently holding at 97 percent and that she 
is continuing to work toward completion of residency 
information for all students attending the school. Ms. 
Rivet said that incident reports, as required by the 
Anti-Bullying plan, averaged one to two per week in 
December. "Each incident continues to be investigated 
thoroughly,'' she said. Parents are notified as required by 
the new plan. 

Ms. Rivet said that the First Congregational 
Church of Marion, the Pythagorean Lodge Angel 
Fund and the Friends of the Marion Visiting Nurses 
donated money to be distributed to 25 needy families in 
Marion in December. Sippican School nurse, Maureen 
Lamoreaux, assisted in determining those needing 
assistance. A $500 donation was also received from the 
Upstream Foundation for food gift cards that were also 
distributed. Other charity efforts included that of Debra 
Almeida's classroom, which raised $237.09 for the Heifer 
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Foundation, which purchases livestock for poor families 
around the world. Sandy Rosen's class collected gifts to be 
sent to troops in Afghanistan. Another classroom donated 
nonperishable food to Damien's Pantry. "Fd like to thank 
everyone for the gift of giving, on so many levels," said 
Ms. Rivet. 

Business Administrator Katie Isernio presented 
the Food Service Director's Report. According to Ms. 
Isernio, there continues to be an increase in online pre- 
payments of meals. 

District Facilities Manager Steven Murphy said 
that December was a "very busy month". He discussed 
the failure of the two valves in the boiler, which led to a 
temperature drop that resulted in an early dismissal at 
Sippican School on December 10, 2010. The state guideline 
for the lowest classroom temperature is 65 degrees. 
When the temperature dipped to 63 and the outlook for a 
quick repair diminished, the decision was made for early 
dismissal. 

"It is rare to have two valves fail. . . Sediment and 
rust that builds up due to water quality was the reason for 
the breakdown," he said. A new water treatment system, 
which will filter all water going into the boilers, should 
increase the useful life of the valves and coils in the 
boiler system, he said. Mr. Murphy presented a Capital 
Improvement Requirements and associated costs broken 
down into those needed within zero to three years and 
those needed in four to ten years. Examples included 
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replacing the Simplex fire alarm head end control at 
$35,000 within the next three years, and upgrading the 
boiler operating controls for $28,000 within the next ten 
years. The list included both small and larger items that 
need to be looked at as long term investments to reduce 
energy and replacement costs down the road. 

The Budget report was discussed and three 
transfers totaling $9,445.76 were approved. 

Chairman McCarthy said she had completed 
the report for the Marion Annual Town Report that 
focused on the changes in administration, which have 
been substantial, instead of simply listing MCAS scores 
and budget information. Ms. McCarthy said the report is 
due in town hall on January 10. Mr. White said that his 
report to the Tri-Town would include MCAS and budget 
information. 

Elise Frangos presented a report on upcoming 
professional development and staff training in the district, 
with Math Common Assessment Development, Anti- 
BuUying training and ENO Board training (interactive 
white board) scheduled for January through June. Ms. 
Frangos also said that Sippican School third grade teacher, 
Judy Proctor, will participate in an Intel Math program at 
Bridgewater State University in 2011. 

Ms. Winters said that any parents thinking of 
sending their sixth grader to private school should take 
a look at the ORR Junior High and Senior High schools 
prior to making a decision. "Call for an appointment and 
come take a look," she said. 

Mr. Pateakos reported on the Southeastern 
Massachusetts Educational Collaborative (SMEC) and 
said that they are in discussion with UMASS Dartmouth 
to work with students to transition them into working 
as interns and students at the university. "Our goal is to 
help these students move forward in life and gain work 
experiences," he said. 

The SMEC committee is seeking a Rochester 
resident to serve on the committee and encourages 
anyone interested to apply 

The minutes of the December 1, 2010 meeting and 
executive session were approved with minor changes. 

At 8:00 pm, the committee voted to enter into 
Executive Session for the purpose of contract negotiations. 

Schools To Host Television Show 

Mattapoisett School Committee

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee was called to order by Chairperson Grace 
Knox on January 10 at 7:05 pm in the Center School 
cafeteria. Committee members present were Gerald 
Johnson, Virginia Beams, Charles Motta and Joyce Lavoie. 

Chairperson Knox opened the meeting with 
comments on the committee's tour of the renovated music 
room at Center School, which took place 15 minutes prior 
to the meeting. "It looks terrific," she said. 

Ms. Knox said that she had received an e-mail 
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from Ray Andrews on the details of the "build out'' 
capabilities of both Center and Old Hammondtown 
schools created by the 2000 Renovation Committee. 
The information, which was condensed from a lengthy 
document, will be reviewed and discussed at a future 
meeting. The information will help analyze the 
possible consolidation of the two elementary schools 
in Mattapoisett if addressed by the Regionalization 
Committee, she said. 

Ms. Knox said that she met with representatives 
from ORCTV about hosting a monthly half -hour 
community television show. Ms. Knox agreed to host 
the show and was looking for a co-host. Possible content 
for the show include topics such as: current programs in 
the two elementary schools; assessment information for 
parents; the role of school committee member; sharing 
new policy information; introducing new personnel; and 
educating the public about Chapter 70. "We should have 
something regarding Old Hammondtown' s sixth grade 
exit strategy and ORR's seventh grade incoming strategy," 
said Ms. Knox. 

In his report. Superintendent Doug White said 
that he saw "great holiday performances" by students in 
the Tri-Town schools. Mr. White thanked the leadership 
council and central office administrators for their efforts 
to collect goods and gifts for needy families in the district. 

The two principals then gave their reports. Center 
School Principal Rosemary Bowman voiced support for 
the recent hiring of custodian Joseph Perrone, who she 
said is "a perfect match" for the school. Ms. Bowman said 
that on February 1 at 8:45 am a folk dance celebration 
will be featured at the Center School gym and the public 
is welcome. "This event combines physical education, 
music and art in an integration of three subjects," said 
Ms. Bowman. She also said that staff had attended the 
Anti-Bullying training facilitated by Susan Bellevue and 
Tammy Kelly, who attended a "train the trainer" series of 
sessions at Bridgewater State University. 

Old Hammondtown Principal Matthew D' Andrea 
reported that tutoring by senior high students has started 
in fourth, fifth and sixth grades for the subjects of math 
and English language arts. The sessions are scheduled for 
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Mondays and Wednesdays and last for ten weeks. 

In other news, Mr D' Andrea said that the "quote 
of the month'' is posted and that students are encouraged 
to submit essay submissions about what the quote means. 
Entries are posted at the school. 

A discussion followed about bus commute 
lengths for Mattapoisett students. The times ranged from 
39 minutes to 43 minutes depending on the bus. ''We have 
an informal guideline of [a maximum of] 45 minutes for a 
student to be on the bus," said Ms. Knox. 

Ms. Bowman said that each year the bus routes 
are discussed at length, with the goal of limiting students' 
time on them. "We need to serve the families and where 
they live," explained Ms. Bowman. She noted that a 
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recent change in the route for the bus that runs to Brandt 
Island Beach Road has reduced the ride for students. 
"They arrive five minutes earlier now/' she said. 

In her report. Director of Food Services Suzanne 
Souza presented information on the 2010 passage of 
the federal bill entitled "Child Nutrition and WIC 
Reauthorization / The Healthy, Hunger-Free Kids Act 
of 2010". Ms. Souza said that two of the items that 
Mattapoisett might adopt were the addition of a water 
source, via water fountain or "bubbler," and an optional 
increase in lunch costs from $2.25 to $2.50 as permitted 
under the new federal guidelines. 

Elise Frangos presented a report on curriculum 
development and said that teachers often grade test 
papers alone, without collaboration regarding assessment. 
Training scheduled for the school year will bring teachers 
together to discuss and work on a "common assessment" 
that adheres to the MA Common Core of Standards 
under the curriculum frameworks adopted by the MA 
Department of Education in July 2010. 

Facilities Director Steven Murphy presented his 
report and said that over the winter work break the rear 
header on one of the boilers, and several underground 
wires, were replaced. Mr. Murphy said he wanted to work 
with a designated school committee member to address 
energy conservation measures in order to bring items 
to the town's capital planning committee. "We need to 
sell these capital improvements to the town," said Mr. 
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Murphy. 

The committee approved the December 13, 2010 
minutes as presented. 

School Business Administrator Katie Isernio 
reported that the budget was on track. General answered 
questions regarding budget item alignment, as well as the 
movement of unencumbered balances on line items, will 
be clarified at the next meeting, she said. 

The committee voted to enter executive session at 
9:02 pm for the purpose of contract negotiations.

Robert Coquillette, retired W.R. Grace executive and com- 
munity service volunteer, died December 22, 2010 at a Boston 
area hospital. He was 92. 

Mr. Coquillette was born October 31 , 1918 in Fort Wayne, 
Indiana. As a senior at Flint Central High School, Michigan, 
he was awarded a Conant fellowship to attend Harvard Col- 
lege, from which he received his B.S. degree Magna Cum 
Laude in Chemistry in 1939 and was elected to Phi Beta Kap- 
pa. He began his business career with the Procter & Gamble 
Mfg. Co. at its Ivory dale factory in Cincinnati, Ohio. There he 
held a number of positions in production management in three 
different manufacturing locations. 

Mr. Coquillette was commissioned in 1944 and became 
the navigation officer on the USS Hanson DD832, a destroyer 
serving as part of the initial occupation force in Japan. Upon 
return, he joined the Dewey & Almy Chemical Company of 
Cambridge, Massachusetts as superintendent of its Rubber 
Specialties Division. In 1955, after the company's acquisi- 
tion by W.R. Grace & Co., he became general manager of its 
Overseas Chemical Division with operations in Europe, South 
America, Australia, New Zealand and Japan. 

In 1962, Mr. Coquillette was appointed president of the 
Ohio Rubber Co. Division of the Eagle-Picher Company of 
which he was a vice president and director, and he and his 
family moved to Shaker Heights, Ohio. In 1965, he rejoined 
Grace as vice president of the Corporate Administration 
Group in its headquarters office in New York City, establish- 
ing residence in Plandome, New York. In 1967, he was elected 
a corporate vice president and deputy group executive of 
Grace's Chemical Group with particular responsibility for the 
Group ' s administration . 

He was elected a corporate executive vice president and 
head of the Corporate Administration Group in January 1972. 
In this position he was responsible for Corporate Communica- 
tions, Public Relations, Stockholder Relations, Headquarters 
Administration, Human Resources and Personnel Programs 
and the Legal Division. 

In 1976, he took additional responsibility for the Corporate 
Office for Research and Technical Services. In 1978, he was 
named sector executive of Grace's food-service businesses 
comprising more than 800 restaurants employing more than 
40,000 persons with annual sales of over $1 billion. From 
1981 until his retirement in 1983, he was a member of Grace's 
Corporate Executive Office and of the Executive Committee. 

Following retirement, Mr. Coquillette resided in Mattapoi- 
sett, Massachusetts, where he remained active as a business 
consultant serving on the boards of several small companies 
and as a community volunteer. He was a trustee of The Old 
Dartmouth Historical Society, The Mattapoisett Historical 
Society, The Mattapoisett Land Trust and The Tri-County 
Music Association. He was a member of the American Chemi- 
cal Society, the Harvard Club of New York City, the New York 
Yacht Club, the Mattapoisett Yacht Club, the Mattapoisett 
Casino and the Chemical Management & Resources Associa- 
tion of which he was recipient of the 1977 Award for Execu- 



tive Excellence. He was a member of the Permanent Class 
Committee of the Harvard College Class of 1939. 

Mr. Coquillette was married for 66 years to Dagmar Bis- 
trup, now deceased. They are survived by two married sons, 
seven grandchildren and ten great-grandchildren. He will be 
much missed.

By 
registering with eBill, taxpayers can have their payments 
withdrawn from their checking or savings accounts 
through an EFT transaction or can make payments using 
VISA, MasterCard, American Express and Discover credit 
cards. Payments can be made using eBill until 11:59 pm 
on the due date of February 1. Other options for taxpayers 
are to mail their payments to P.O. Box 1596 or deposit 
payments in the mail slot located near the back corner of 
Town Hall. 

Payments are due in the Collector's Office on 
February 1, so taxpayers should allow sufficient time for 
mail travel when mailing payments. If paying by personal 
online banking, taxpayers should allow sufficient time 
for the bank to generate a check and mail it to the Town.

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Tabor Paints the Rink Pink

Like clockwork, Kim Grondin always had 
scheduled her annual mammogram in January. But with 
her two children out of the nest for the first time, Ms. 
Grondin and her husband on a fluke decided to get their 
regular annual exams "out of the way "a few months 
earlier. That advance visit ended up making a difference. 

At her October 22, 2009 mammogram 
appointment, the doctor detected and confirmed that 
Ms. Grondin had breast cancer - and the early detection 
caught the tumor at an early stage. 

The diagnosis was not a complete surprise. As 
a 20-year-old in 1977, Ms. Grondin was diagnosed with 
Hodgkin's Disease, and she underwent the aggressive 
radiation treatment that was given to all cancer patients 
regardless of the cancer type in the 1970s. She cites the 
excess radiation as the "direct 
cause" of the cancer that had 
emerged 32 years later in 2009. 

A long winter followed 
the diagnosis, starting with 
a double mastectomy in 
November and a series of 
cancer treatments that stretched 
through the end of March. 
She has since recovered. Her 
new short curly locks - which 
replaced her formerly long 
straight her - bear testimony to her survivor status. 

Throughout the whole ordeal her family 
supported her, including her son Kody Grondin, a 
forward on Tabor Academy's boys' varsity hockey 
team. Watching what the family was going through, the 
captains of the team and their fathers decided to show 
their support in a larger and more meaningful way. The 
Tabor team decided to host Pink in the Rink, a popular 
type of benefit event held at hockey games to raise 
money for cancer research. 

"The boys really wanted to do something to 
promote and support the family. . . [The effort] has taken 
a life of its own," said hockey coach father, Mark Meads, 
who with fellow parent Jack Coffey played a critical role 
in organizing the event. 

The January 8 event featured the varsity girls 
and boys' teams clad in pink gear, with the stands 




covered with pink ribbons, balloons, and spectators 
wearing pink apparel. In addition to the double header, 
the rink's adjourning hallway was filled with raffle and 
silent auction tables, and items for sale including pink 
scarves with the Tabor Academy logo. The pink jerseys 
worn by the players also were raffled off. All proceeds 
directly benefited the American Cancer Society in honor 
of Ms. Grondin. 

"It's been great how quickly the parents got 
involved and then the kids. . . It turned into a school 
effort. Once the ball got rolling, people just jumped in 
to help," said Dick Muther, Tabor Academy's athletic 
director. 

Although planning has been underway since 
August, Ms. Grondin only learned about the event at the 
beginning of the year. 

"I feel good about it," a jubilant Ms. Grondin 
said on the day of the event. 
"I'm not afraid of anything, I 
feel grateful for the people who 
have supported me. My job is 
to be optimistic." 

The event ended up

an additional $670 raised 
by Tilton School, a New 
Hampshire-based team that 
played Tabor at the event. 

Mr. Muther said it is too early to say if the Pink 
in the Rink will become a regular annual event at the 
school, but said that parents already have come forward 
with an interest in starting a tradition. 

That would please Ms. Grondin, who believes 
in the power of cancer awareness through events like 
Pink in the Rink. "Awareness campaigns are the reason 
treatment has come as far as it has today," she said, 
noting the larger number of survivors. "I feel grateful 
something could be done about my cancer," she said. 

Then Ms. Grondin offered a little health advice 
to women of all ages. "Early detection is the answer. All 
women should have an annual mammogram. It is bad to 
let appointments lapse, it is important to be proactive," 
she said.

On the Road Again

Somewhere. Starring Stephen Dorff and Elle Fanning. 
Directed by Sofia Coppola. Running time: 97 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

"Antoniennui." That's the waggish term that 
Village Voice film critic Andrew Sarris coined to describe 
the frozen alienation in the work of Michelangelo 
Antonioni. Sofia Coppola's Somewhere not only depicts a 
man in the throes of Antoniennui but suffers from it itself. 
As Johnny Marco, a movie star wandering from his hiding 
place at L.A.'s Chateau Marmont to Italy and back again, 
Stephen Dorff is as much a zombie as any movie creature 
that ever munched on brains. Dorff isn't bad in the role, 
but Coppola's conception gives him precious little to 
project. Johnny just drifts through his days and nights. 
Sometimes eager women present themselves to him, 
sometimes not. He's the opposite of a diva — he doesn't 
want anything. 

This was not true of Bill Murray's character in 
Lost in Translation, Coppola's previous run around this 
track of celebrity disengagement. It's possible, of course, 
that there's more going on in Murray as an actor than 
there is in Dorff. But we felt that Murray's Bob Harris, 
similarly adrift in a foreign land, had desires, however 
unacknowledged or unspoken. Johnny has nothing. At 
some points in the movie, he hangs out with his eleven- 
year-old daughter Cleo (Elle Fanning), who already seems 
more developed as a person than Johnny is. We sense a 
vague chumminess between them but not love; it's as if 
they're both holding back because they both know Johnny 
can't really love. 

Fairly or not, I would classify Somewhere as 
interesting, yet boring. The particular anecdotes Coppola 
chooses to spotlight, the filmmaking that makes us lean 
towards it rather than being battered by obviousness 




— these all lift the film above the usual Hollywood 
bummer. Sofia Coppola is a gifted director: she has clear 
and present control over mood and milieu; she gets the 
performance she wants out of Dorff and a much more 
endearing and revealing turn from Fanning. But the 
script is undercooked. People complained that "nothing 
happened" in Lost in Translation, but drama roiled under 
its placid surface. Here, though, there's no drama, no 
conflict. We do get two tearful scenes near the end, but 
Cleo's touches us more than Johnny's. 

When the film moves outside, following Johnny's 
space-age car around the desert or over the freeway, there 
are images of uncanny beauty. Cinematographer Harris 
Savides can take a bow. And there were times that I felt 
the pull of depression that might plague a star like Johnny, 
who can have anything he wants but has had so much he 
doesn't want anything any more. The movie isn't a train 
wreck — it sustains its smothering Antoniennui. But I was 
left wondering why it was made and why Coppola didn't 
know she had already made it, only better. The suspicion 
arises that the alienation of the rich is all she knows — 
or, to put it generously, that it's her subject, the one she 
returns to again and again. But she finds nothing new in 
it here except the daughter, and I suspect I'm not alone in 
thinking Somewhere would be a better film if it had been 
Cleo's story. Maybe next time.
